Eing to eſtabliſh, juſt Rules for the carrying on, and effeCting a Profitable &4- 
: venture for the Fortunate, decrecd by the molt excellent Senate the 20th of De- 


cember palt, the following eſtabliſhed Articles are publiſhed by the Magiſtracy of 
the moſt excellent Reviſors and Regulators of the Publick Revenues in the Exchequer, 
and approved by the Senate the 5th Inſtant. 
Har there ſhall be put up an Adventure containing One hundred 'and fifty thouſand 
Tickets, or bollctines, to be taken out in three Months time by all perſons what- 
ſocver, as well Subjects as Strangers, paying two Duckets for each Ticket or Bolletine; 
which three Months ſhall begin from the day of publiſhing. 

To this Effect, a Booth ſhall be built in St. Mark's place, wherein ſhall fit a Magiſtrate 
deputed for this Undertaking, who ſhall ſubſcribe and number the Tickets, or Bolletinee, 
that ſhall he gftven out to any Perſon or Perſons, and ſhall anſwer to the Name or Sentence 
each Perſon ſhall pleaſe to add to the Number ( if they ſhall think fit to add any ) for 
their further ſatisfaction ; And this ſhall likewiſe be noted in the printed Books to be made 
for this purpoſe only, ſo chat Lhey ſhall particularly anſwer each Bolletine or Ticket of the 
ſaid Undertaking, and ihall be delivered to whom eyer ſhall pay the two Ducats. 

There ſhall be ſent a proportion of Tickets and Books to the Terra Firma, for the eaſier

Note. All Tickets in the ſecond place to be cut out of the Book, as aforeſaid, juſt num! 
bred and marked like thoſe given out, are, in the preſence of the Managers, to be put up. 
into a large Glaſs to be ſealed and lockt up in an Iron, or _ ſtrong Box, and there 
Jumbled together, and kept ſo lockt up, till 'tis drawn, and the Blanks, with the 250 
Benefirted Tickets in like matiner, in the preſence of the ſaid Managers, are to be put into 
another ſuch like Glaſs, to be alſo ſealed vp and lockt in another ſtrong Box, and there 
to ſo remain, 'till drawn out, which is to be done thus : 

An Oval Table is to be ſet in the great Room in Freemans-Yard in Cornhil, London 
round which, the Managers and Clerks in order are to fit, and at one End ſhall be placed 
the Box wherein are the Tickets ſo numbred and markt, as aforeſaid; and at the other 
End of the Table the other ſuch Box, wherein are ſuch Benefitted Tickets and Blanks, 
out of both which, one by one, by ſome Strangers, they are all to be drawn out thus:

Note. The numbred Tickets as aforeſaid, being put in one Glaſs, and the Blanks and 
Beneſitted Tickets in another, the ſaid Glaſles ſealed up juſt before the Tickets are going 
to be drawn, ſhall be took out of the ſtrong Boxes, and ſhcwed to the Company preſenr, 
with the Numbred Tickers, Blanks and Benefit :ed Tickets in them, and be then ſhaked 
and jumbled together, that there may be no placing of either ; which Glaſſes ſhall then 
afterwards be again placed in the ſtrong Boxes, from whence all ſhall be drawn.
